In every part of the world this 
nation has been establishing lu r pro­ 
ducts, new m arkets have been opi ned 
and steam ship lines, subsidized by 
the government extended to every big 
port of call on the face of the globe 
Greatest prosperity 
is being 
em- 
joyed, perhaps, in th*- trade with Rus- 
ria. Japan's ally, who Is buying every­ 
thing from munitions to boots and 
shoes. 
In one month 
last August 
Japan exported goods to Kus la val 
lied at $5,343,800. 
This figure In­ 
comes all the more significant when 
it is stated that the imports tills 
country received from Russia r**a« bed 
only $32,125, leaving a balance of 
$5,31 1,475 in favor of th** exports.
